MARCH  UNIFORM  PRICE  $3.87 


A uniform  price  of  $3.87  per  cirt.  was  confuted  for  milk  delivered 

by  producers  to  handlers  subject  to  the  Fort  Wayne  Milk  Order,  For  milk  of  a 
higher  or  lower  test  this  price  will  be  adjusted  by  a butterfat  differential  of 
6.8  cents  for  each  one- tenth  of  one  percent  that  individual  tests  vary  above  or 
below  the  3.$%  standard.  This  minimum  price  is  subject  to  the  applicable  jnarket- 
ing  service  deduction,  authorized  hauling  charges  and  transportation  tax.  The 
coriputation  of  this  blend  price  is  shown  on  page  1;  and  the  class  prices  on  page  3. 


The  $3.87  price  for  March  1957  is  38  cents  above  the  March  price  of  a 
year  ago.  It  is  21  cents  below  the  February  1957  price. 


PRODUCTION  AW  UTILIZATION 


Dairy  farmers  shipped  8.8  million  pounds  of  milk  to  the  Fort  Wayne 
market  during  March  1957.  This  is  1.8  million  pounds  or  17^  less  milk  than  a 
year  ago.  5.6  million  pounds;  6k%  of  the  total  milk  production,  was  utilized  as 
Class  I milk  (fluid  milk  and  cream  products)  by  the  Fort  Wayne  handlers. 

Detailed  information  on  the  utilization  and  classification  of  all  milk 
receipts  required  to  be  reported  by  handlers  is  shown  in  the  table  on  page  2. 

Average  production  per  farm  per  day  was  320  pounds  for  March  1957  as 
compared  with  330  pounds  a year  ago,  or  a decrease  of  slightly  over  3%.  Pro- 
ducers on  the  market  for  March  1957  numbered  88U,  which  is  ll;7  less  than  a year 
ago, 

APRIL  1957,  SUPPLY-DKMAND  ADJUSTMENT  - Plus  7<f; 

The  gross  volume  of  Class  I utilization  for  the  months  of  February  and 
March  1957,  of  12,585,728  pounds  divided  by  the  total  volume  of  producer  receipts 
for  these  months  of  l6,20l[,232  pounds  produced  a Class  I utilization  percentage 
of  78^.  The  standard  utilization  percentage  for  April  is  73%.  This  difference 
of  +5/^  is  the  net  utilization  percentage  for  April.  The  supply  demand  adjustment 
for  April  1957,  based  on  the  plus  3 or  plus  U bracket  is  +$.07.  The  regular 
class  differential  is  $0.75,  therefore  the  total  difference  between  the  April 
Class  I and  Class  H price  will  be  $0.82.
